and file crier goes slowly on.

Vacuum-Made Films. 
At a meeting of the Academy of 
Sciences In Furls Professor Houlle- 
vigue described a method of producing 
thin metallic films by volatilization in 
a vacuum. 
The metal to be deposited 
is first disposed in a layer on a plati­ 
num wire, which Is then heated in a 
high vacuum.

“WHAT'S WRONG WITH WORLD ?’ 


Profiteers are Scored by the lecturer. 


Thousands of Per Cent Prcfit

“ Lack of h a rm o n y ” is the answer 
to the question, “ W h a t’s W rong With 
th e W orld” , according: to 
P eter 
W. 
Collins of Boston who spoke at the 
G ardner auditorium on S unday a fte r­ 
noon u n d er the auspices of B rainerd 
K n ig h ts of Columbus. 


Mr- Collins 
s one of a corp of ex­ 
p erts i nthe sociological and econo­ 
mic field carrying: on an educational 
cam paign against organized radical­ 
ism under the auspices of the K nights 
of Columbus. 
He is one of the best 
equipped a u th o rities 
on 
industrial 
relations in America, having served 
for v e a r^ a s a trad e union official. 


In 1917 the United S tates govern­ 
m ent enlisted Collins as one of th? 
Industrial experts and in 1918 he u n ­ 
dertook the direction of the K nights 
of Columbus reconstruction and em ­ 
ploym ent system which found jobs in 
civilian life for m ore th an 300.000 
form er service men w ithout a cent of 
cost to eith er employed or employer- 
In spite of its being the Sabbath 
day and with a la rg e concert at the 
P a rk th e atre and o th e r attractio n . 
Mr. Collins drew to G ardner au d ito r­ 
ium over 200 interested people. 
He 
delivered a stro n g address, pointing 
o u t the ideals of A m ericanism and 
fallacies th a t stand in the way of so­ 
cial progress. 
A tto rn ey C. A. R yan of 
Ryan 
& 
R yan introduced the speaker, telling 
in a few well chosen w ords 
of 
M’\ 
Collins’ experience as a labor leader, 
in d u strial expert and lecturer, undo’' 
th e direction of the K n ig h ts of Col­ 
um bus reconstruction 
service. 
He 
also announced th a t he w as not here 
to present eith er side of the question 
b u t both and would discus 
it 
that 
way. 
In beginning his lecture Mr. Col­ 
lin s struck im m ediately 
at 
Bolshe­ 
vism and Socialism w hich he claimed 
were the same. 
“ Bolshevism is the 
latest nicknam e for socialism and is 
founded upon th e doctrines of Carl 
M arx. 
Not a single a u th o rity of so­ 
cialism 
came 
from 
the 
w orking 
class” . 
Bolshevism, said tile 
speaker, 
Is 
clothed either in the language of the 
university' or in the language of tim 
soap box. 
Such term s as the ‘m ater­ 
ialistic conception of h isto ry ’ sounds 
good, hut have no m eaning 
to 
the 
•workers. 
The m aterialistic concep­ 
tion of history implies th at denial of 
th e .existence of th e Suprem e Being. 
of -Almighty God Himself. 
The doc- 
IC 
trin e s of Bolshevism are not of. by. 
or for the 
w o rk in g 
people, 
“ The 
w orking people are in h eren tly spiri­ 
tu a l” , said Mr. Collins. 
To show th at socialism and bolshe­ 
vism are identical, Mr. Collins show­ 
ed th a t the w ord Bolshevism is not 
used in the constitution nor the gov­ 
ern m en t of Russia. 
R ussia is known 
as the Russian Socialist Federated So­ 
viet Republic. 
“Socialism, the doctrines of which 
stand in direct 
opposition 
to 
the 
teach in g s of th e ten commandment.-, 
is really bolshevism 
in 
operation” , 
declared the speaker. 
“ N inety per 
cent of the so-called socialists do not 
have an y conception of w h at social­ 
ism really' is” . 
“ The evil to the world today comes 
from breaking some of the ten com­ 
m andm ents, but nevertheless the te r 
com m andm ents will be 
doing 
duty 
w hen the grass grow s over the grave 
of socialism ” , said the speaker. 
“Socialism, bolshevism and sim ilar

who knew w hat socialism really is, 
who was a good American citizens, 
for the two doctrines tight”. 
“ The danger 
in

comes from these redisms'. 
T here is 
more bosher ism to the square mile 
In America today than there is in so­ 
viet R ussia” , declared Mr. Collins. 
“ T he w orking man should he paid 
a living 
w age" 
said 
Mr. 
Collins. 
“ T here is too often a m isu n d erstan d ­ 
ing between capital and labor. 
In 
my experience, I have found that ti 
is extrem ists on the 
edge 
of 
both 
groups that are keeping them apart. 
It is the duty of 
both 
to 
exclude 
g ra ftin g and parasites 
from 
th eir 
m id st” . 
The evil of unem ploym ent was a l­ 
so touched upon and in this connec­ 
tion it was stated that between four 
and seven million people are now out 
of w ork in this country. 
As a remedy for this 
Mr. 
C ollin, 
said 
the 
nationw ide 
em ploym ent 
agencies should 
be 
established 
to 
bring the man and the job together, 
and th a t 
the 
governm ent 
sh ou11 
m ake jobs by producing more w otk 
on the building of homes, the tilling 
of soil not now in use, the rep lan tin g 
of forests, the en larg in g of w a te r­ 
way systems, etc. 
Unless

done, jails will have to be built ti' 
curb the crim e that arises from u n ­ 
em ploym ent. 
Mr. Collins told of exam ples of pro­ 
fiteering which in some instances bad 
risen as high as ten 
thousand 
per 
cent, with m any at a thousand per 
cent. 
“ Strife, bitterness and h atred pre 
vail in the country and in m any cases 
in the homes of the land and in this 
connection the divorce evil should be 
rem edied” , said the speaker. 
“Service should be the w atchw ord 
of the hour. 
In the word's service I 
would say th a t the S stan d s for sac­ 
rifice, the E for education, the R for 
republic, the V for vision, the I for 
industry, the C for c h a rac ter and the 
E for en th u siasm ” , said the speaker 
in finishing his address.

It is 
expected that before (lie end of tile 
present session Congress will find a 
way to distribute a bonus of from one 
to four billions am ong the soldiers of 
the World war, and 
much 
of 
this 
money wilt undoubtedly be spent as 
soon as it is received by those for 
whom it is intended. 
Then the state 
of Oregon has ju st sold $10,000,000 sol­ 
diers’ bonds, and soldiers’ bonus bonds 
previously sold by other states total 
$169,000,000. 
Many other states have 
authorized issues of bonus bonds of 
from 
$5,000,000 
to 
$45,000,000. 
All 
these, of course, are iii addition to the 
proposed Government bonus. 
Enorm ous sum s have also been real­ 
ized from other state securities, and 
from 
the 
municipal, 
county, 
road, 
drainage and irrigation 
bonds 
that 
have been m arketed of late, the aggre­ 
gate of which ru n s into the billions. 
It is estimated that nearly $1,250,000,- | 
OOO is available for road building this 
year from Federal, state and county 
appropriations, tax levies and bond is­ 
sues. and that m ore than 700,000 mon 
will lie employed in road construction 
aam! patrol work while the money is 
being spent. 
The railroads and other big corpora­ 
tions which have recently been able to 
sell bonds, it is said, will also spend 
most of the new money raised in con­ 
struction work in which labor will be 
employed. 
The Union Pacific has just 
ordered

equipment, the Burlington is a rra n g ­ 
ing for a bond issue of $30,000,000 for 
additions and improvements, and many 
other borrowers are taking advantage 
of the present money m ark et to supply 
themselves with funds that will sooner 
or later lie disbursed in wages.

Two I. W. W. agitators 
down in 
Louisiana recently w ere arrested and 
placed in jail for some overt acts in 
violation of the statutes. 
Those two 
men, in accordance wit Ii the teachings 
of tile I. W. W., had advocated all sorts 
of defiance of law, destruction of prop­ 
erty and menacing 
of 
hum an 
lite. 
While thus incarcerated, however, the 
Court indicated its intention to turn 
them loose, w hereupon they pleaded 
to he kept in jail lest on their release 
they be made the subject of violence 
by outraged citizens. 
These men who advocated personal 
violence against others 
sought 
Hie 
protection of law and the officers of 
the law to prevent violence against 
themselves. 
In some localities the I. 
W. W. have carried their work of d e­ 
struction to such an extent 
as 
to 
am ount to open rebellion. 
There was 
no act of violence cither against per­ 
sons or property which they hesitated 
to undertake. 
It would seem that if 
violence was a proper means for them 
to take to accomplish their ends they 
ought not to deny the same means to 
others. 
If it w ere proper, in their 
opinion, to resort to personal violence 
in defiance of law there could he no 
consistency iii their denying the right 
to others to resort to violence in up­ 
holding the law. 
Their appeal for the protection of 
the law is somewhat of a repetition 
of the record of Em m a Goldman and 
other anarchists who have been de­ 
ported from the United States. 
De­ 
nouncing and defying our Government 
while they were here, as soon as they 
had been deported their greatest de­ 
sire was \ o return.
